The attendance 
will more than exceed anticipation and 
the royai welcéme extended to the dele- 
gates insures the success and enthusi- 
asm of the gathering. All day long 
trains have been rolling in, and have 
been met by members of the Recep- 
tion Committee, which of itself is a 
small army, for the white caps of those 
whose mission it is to welcome the 
strangers within our gates are seen 
everywhere on the streets. The latch- 
string of California is out, and the 
initials ‘“‘C. E.” are the open sesame to 
boundless hospitality. - 

Never before, not even by the 
Knights Templars, or Grand Army, 
whose national reunions - were held 
there, has the pavilion been so well 
arranged or so tastefully decorated as 
now. The whole auditorium above and 
below is boarded in, and thé rough 
timbers are coverd with purple and 
gold. The floors are covered with bur- 
laps, underneath which is a padding 
of cotton wadding, so that the footsteps 
will be noiseless, -and the services will 
not be interrupted by persons moving 
about.

DULUTH (Minn.,) July 6.—Dis- 
patches received here late tonight say 
that a cyclone has obliterated the town 
of Lowrey, Minn., and that four people 
were killed and several injured. Low- | 
rey is situated on the Soo Line, seven 
miles from Glenwood, on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. 

Particulars are meager, but it is 
learned that the cyclone traveled from 
southwest to northeast, and that the 
little town of Lowrey was in the track 
of the cloud. - 

The second report is that seven per- 
sons were killed and many injured, 
while another is that ten were killed. 

The cyclone struck the town shortly 
after 4 o’clock this afternoon.  Evi- 
dences of: cyclonic clouds were seen in 
Duluth about 7 o’clock. The sky was 
overcast with clouds that circled as 
they moved northwest, and there was 
a yellow cast which was ascribed to

WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION. 


Several Towns Laid Waste by the 
Minnesota Cyclone.

The railroad tracks were 
twisted and telegraph wires are torn 


down and part of a mill was carried 


away. 

From Lowrey the storm continued in 
a northeasterly direction to the farm 
of Robert Peacock, where it made a. 
clean sweep of all the buildings. Mrs. 
Peacock, her daughter Nettie and a 
boy named Robert MacGowan were in 
the house which was carried about 
twenty rods. <All were injured, but 
will probably recover.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—SENATE.— 
Without any preliminary business the 
Senate today proceeded to the consid- 
eration of the Tariff Bill. After Mr, 
Bacon had made a personal explana-. 
tion of his vote yesterday for the Mills 
amendment, Senator Bate of Tennessee 
took the floor and delivered a set. 
speech against the bill. He made a 
general argument against the measure 
from the standpoint, as he announced, 
of an advocate of ‘fair trade and free 
silver.”’ 

The Senator analyzed the bill in ws 
bearing on the agricultural industry, 
saying it was designed to fool the 
farmer by giving him fictitious protec- 
tion on his products, while real protec- 
tion was given to all the articles con-.

Mr. Pettus of Alabama then offered 
his amendment declaring unlawful the 
importation of sugar by any trust or 
combination operating in restraint of 
‘trade or for the purpose of advancing 
the price of sugar. - 

The amendment also provided for the 
forfeiture of sugar so imported, and 
directed. the Attorney-General to en- 
force the forfeiture and to prosecute 
trusts, combinations, etc. The Senator 
spoke at length in® support of the 
amendment, referring to the gradual 
absorption of wealth in the hands of 
vast concerns. 

Mr. Chilton of Texas followed with 
an arraignment of trusts, arguing that 
they were fostered by the tariff. He. 
explained the operation of his anti- 
trust amendment at length, and ar- 
gued that it furnished a feasible 
method of reaching the great trusts en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 

Mr. Morgan spoke against trusts, 
saying he favored the amendment of 
his coHeague (Mr. Pettus,) but would 
attach to it another far-reaching prop- 
osition. He thought the seizure and 
confiscation provided. by Mr. Pettus'’s 
amendment might, as in the case of 
the Sugar Trust, enable the trust to 
put up the price of sugar pending ac- 
tion in the courts, and he suggested a 
modification which would provide for 
the immediate sale of articles seized.

An order of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of Ohio, eastern’ division, was 
made by Judge Taft upon a showing 
made by M. T. Herrick and Robert 
Blickensderfer, receivers of the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie Railway Company 
and of the. Wheeling, Lake Erie and 
Pittsburgh Coal Company whereby the 
United States Marshal is directed to 
protect their miners at work and to 
prevent unlawful interference with the 
operation of their railWay. 

‘The receivers state that they are

Thomp- 
son went out and thought’ over the 
question. He was very popular among 
the boys, although he had been aniong 
them only a little over a month. He 
had gained their confidence and-liking. 
He felt that the disaffection Was gen- 
eral, that there really were no tring- 
leaders, and that to arrest the boys 
would only cause more trouble and 
cause his own condemnation as hav- 
ing made & mistake. He called his 
own band, Co. C, around him end 
asked them what all this trouble was, 
They declared everything was peace- 
ful as a summer’s day. .. Thompson 
insisted that he knew ‘something was 
wrong. He told the boys they could 
have a meeting and draw up their 
grievances in writing, and then present 
them to the superintendent.

officials had begun to feel that there 
was sérious danger ahead. They sent 
word to the trustees.

BURNING OF THE AMERICAN SHIP 


BELLE OF BATH. 


Her Crew Had Been Pumping Water 
from the Hold for Days to Keep 
from Sinking When the Fire 
Broke Out—Her Cargo of Oil 
Causes an Explosion. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
NEW YORK, July 6. — Seventeen 
shipwrecked sailors, who have arrived 
here gn the Prince-line steamship Sar- 
dinian Prince from South American 


and West India ports, tell of a battle 


with that most dreaded of all enemies 
at sea, fire. 


The men embarked at Barbadoes, } 


having been forwarded from there by 
the United States Consul. The men 
belonged to the American ship Belle of 
Bath, which was burned at sea on 
June 18, about one hundred and fifty 
miles eastward of the Barbadoes and 
their trip was one which they are never 
likely to forget. 

The Belle of Bath left this port on 
June 2, clearing for Hongkong, with 
& cargo of case oil. All went well until 
June 9, when the first week’s journey 
was at an end. The ship was sailing 
along in fairly good weather when sud- 
denly it sprang a leak. Capt. Curtis 
ordered all hands to the -pumps 
promptly. The water gained upon 
them steadily, and every. moment it | 
looked as if the vessel would go to 
the bottom. After twenty-four hours 
of constant work the “Water was re- 
duced in the hold but the leak could 


| not be stopped and the crew worked 


in relays for nine days pumping the 
water out. 

When the men were almost exhausted | 
on Friday afternoon and some of them 
were on the verge of collapse the cry 
of fire rang through the ship. First 
Mate Cod detected. little clouds: of 
smoke coming from the forecastle and 
quickly sounded the alarm. Capt. 


-Curtis, who was below snatching a 


few minutes’ sleep, sprang on deck 
and ordered the ‘hatches. closed down. 
In a few minutes dense clouds of 


'smoke were issuing from the forecastle, 


accompanied by flames. The fire was 
soon shooting high in the air and 
fanned by a breeze was threatening 
the ‘whole ship.

The Council met yesterday morning 


jin adjourned session, having omitted 


the regular Monday meeting which fell 
on @ legal holiday. 

City.Assessor Seaman reported that 
the sum of $3662.34, personal-property 
tax 1897-98, was collected and delivered 
by him to the City Treasurer during 
the month of June, 1897. City Tax and 
License Collector Gish also filed his 
regular report on’ the’ collection of li- 
censes for the month of June and on 
uncollected licenses. Both reports 
were referred to the City Auditor. 

A petition was received from City 
Assessor Seaman asking three days 
additional time in which to complete 
the assessment roll for 1897-98. In ex- 
planation he stated that the assessment 
was much larger than in previous 
years, but it could be completed in 
three days. The City Attorney when 
summoned advised the Council that it 
was impossible to make a legal order 
of the nature desired by the City As- 
~— and the petition was ordered 

ed. 

A communication calling the atten- 
tion of the Council to the necessity 
from a sanitary standpoint of con- 
structing sewers in that portion of the 
Macy and Date-streets sewer district 
which is not sewered, was referred to 
the Sewer Committee. A request from 
Health Officer Powers that the Board 
of Health be authorized to appoint 
three additional sanitary inspectors 
bdo referred to the Finance Commit- 
ee. 

On report of the City Clerk ordi- 
nances were passed to improve First 
street from Flower to Figueroa street, 
Macy street from Main to Date street, 
Macy street from Date to Howard 
street, California street from Figueroa 
street to Pavilion Place and Bunker 
Hill avenue from California street to 
Temple street. 

City Auditor Nichols rendered his 
report of the condition of the funds in 
the city treasury for the week ending 
June 30. The summary of the report 
shows that the treasurer’s balance on 
June 26 was $140,498.43, the receipts to 
June 30 were $14,711.71, making a total 
of $155,210.14, the demands audited to 
June 30 were $30,354.71, leaving a bal- 
ance of $124,855.43.

ASSESSMENT ROLLS. 


Completed and Delivered to the City. 
Clerk, 

The city assessment rolls were com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon and were 
turned over to City Clerk Hance, who 
will at once put a force of assistants to 
work to make the. footings. The as- 
sessments fill twelve large volumes and 
represent the work of nineteen deputies 
in addition to the regular force for 
more than three months. 

It is impossible as yet to tell in exact 
figures the total valuation of city prop- 
erty for the present fiscal year, but the 
City Assessor assumes that there will 
be an increase over last year’s assess- 
ment of from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000. By 
these calculations the total should be 
from $57,000,000 to $59,000,000. 

The greatest raise in the assessment 
of property is in the business portion 
of the city. It is estimated that within 
the territory. lying on Main and Spring 
streets and Broadway, between the 
Plaza and Seventh streeet, the inerease 
in valuation will be about $1,500,000. 
The valuation of property in the an- 
nexed districts will approximate $2,000,- 

There is also a considerable in- 
crease in the southwestern portion of 
the city, while no raise in valuation is 
made in East Los Angeles or Boyle 
Heights property. 

It is certain that the Council will 
have a weary time with indignant 
property-owners when it comes to sit 
as a board of equalization. The numer- 
ous protests lodged already with the 
City Assessor are a fair promise of 
what is to come. . 

The nineteen extra deputies who 
have been employed in the City As- 
sessor’s office have been discharged and 
the entire office force now consists of 
City Assessor Seaman and Chief Dep- 
uty Assessor Lewis. .

NO ROAD TRUSTEES. 


JUDGE 
#8 OF STATE INTEREST, 


Demurrer of the County to the Peti- 
tion for Writ of Mandamus Com- 
pelling the Board of Supervisors 
to Appoint Road Trustees is Sus- 
tained. 


Superior. Judge Walter Van Dyke 
decided a point of law yesterday that 
is of interest throughout the entire 
State of California. The case of Rich- 
ard Garvey, James D. Durgee, and 
William M. Snoddy against the Board 
of. Supervisors and the county of Los 
Angeles came up before Judge Van 
Dyke in Department Four of the Su- 
perior Court yesterday, for argument 
of the defendants’ demurrer to the pe- 
tition of the plaintiffs. 


The litigation between Garvey, Dur-— 


fee and Snoddy, who live in El Monte 
and vicinity, and the County Board of 
Supervisors originated from the situa- 
tion in which the board was placed 
by the late lamented State Legisla- 


“ture. The facts and circumstances of 


the case are as. follows: 

The Clarke road law was signed by 
Gov. Budd on the first day of last 
April, and as it contained no pro- 
vision as to when it should go into 
effect it was declared in effect ac- 
cording to law, sixty days from the 
date it was signed. The sixty days 
expired on May 31, 1897. The Clarke 
law specially provides that an elec- 
tion of road trustees shall be held 


|} in*each county on the last Saturday 


of May in each year. This year the 
last Saturday in May came on May 
29, just two days before the Clarke 
law went into effect. 

Heretofore the Board of Supervisors 
has had full control of all county 
roads and the funds set aside for 
their improvement. The new County 
Government Act, which was signed on 
the same day and went into effect on 
the same day as the Clarke law, 
makes no changes in this regard. Un- 
der its provisions the Board of Super- 
visors continues to be in authority in 
all matters pertaining to county roads. 

The Clarke law provides that the 
road trustees shall have full charge 
of all district road moneys and full 
authority to repair all. district roads. 
It further provides that all roads shall 
be eonsidered district roads until 
otherwise classified. 

A petition was filed with the Board 
of Supervisors of Los Angeles county 
on June 1, 1897, by a majority of the 
electors of the El Monte Road Dis- 
trict. This petition asked for the ap- 
pointment of Richard Garvey, James 
D. Durfee, and William M. Snoddy as 
road trustees for the El Monte dis- 
trict. The board refused the petition 
on the ground that there was no ac- 
tion to be taken in the matter that 
would be within the limits of its 
power. The action which was decided 
yesterday was then brought to obtain 
a writ of mandamus from the court 
to compel the board to appoint Gar- 
vey, Durfee and Snoddy road trustees 
under the petition, which had been re- 
fused. 

A demurrer to the petition was in- 
terposed by the defense on the ground, 
among others, that no vacancy existed 
in the office of road trustees of the 
El Monte district which the board 
was obliged to fill. The demurrer was 


argued yesterday at some length by. 


Chief Deputy District Attorney George 
M. Holton for the county, and S. O. 
Houghton, Esq., for the plaintiffs. 
After’ hearing the arguments Judge 
Van Dyke held that the demurrer was 
well taken, and that there was no va- 
cancy as alleged by the plaintiffs. The 
court intimated very strongly that the 
entire act was unconstitutional. Hesaid 
the old law would continue in force with 
the power still in the hands of the 
boards of supervisors to manage all 
county roads until the new County 
Government Act is superseded by some 
other law. Judge Van Dyke said that 
at the present time the new County 


Government Act was to be held in. 


force, as no other law is in force super- 
seding it. 

This decision is of special interest, as 
every county in in the 
same boat as this one. me of the 
county governments are refusing to 
spend any money on thé roads until the 
matter is decided, and one of the con- 
tradictory laws that went into effect 
on the same day declared superior to 
the other.

Tripp admitted that he wrote the let- 
ter, and signed the name of Walker to 
it, but said Walker was a fictitious 
name, and he did not Intend to do any 
wrong when he signed that name to 
his letter.

He had a large 
number of books of his own, and had 
an opportunity to sell some of them, if 
he could only add to what he had the 
twelve books he sent to Carter for. 
Tripp says his intentions in regard to 
payment for the books were the best, 
and asserts that he did.not have a 
chance to pay for the books before he 
was arrested. 

When Justice Young ordered Tripp 
held to answer to the United States 
,court the prisoner was overcome by his 
trouble, and was shaken by sobs. He 
told United States District Attorney 
Fline that the life behind the jail bars 
was killing him, and Flint promised 
him that an effort would be made to 
lessen his sentence to a few months In 
the County Jail on account of the 
time he has already been imprisoned. 


BRANSCOMBE’S CASE, 


Colon’s Complaint Dismissed and His 
Saloon License Cancelled. 


The case against Constable Harvey 
Branscombe of Calabasas, charged by 
a Calabasas saloon-keeper named G. 
M. Colon with disturbing the peace, 
came up for trial before Justice Wil- 
liam Young and a jury in the Town- 
ship Court yesterday morning. 

Two witnesses only were called by 
the prosecution, and the defense sub-.

A national political campaign once 
in every four years has come to be 


regarded as a sort of necessary evil, 


to which the American people must 
submit with as good grace as possi- 
ble. It is expected that. business will 
be more or less interrupted during 
the campaign year, and that in the 


yeadjustments and perturbation of 


that period, trade and industry will 


- guffer. But after the quadrennial bat- 


tle has been fought, and the people 
have expressed their will through the 
agency of the ballot, there should suc- 
ceed a period of quiet and of acquies- 
cence in the popular verdict, extend- 
ing over the three years re 
before the next campaign. 

The industrial and commercial in- 
terests of the nation are justly entitled 
to this period of rest and recupera- 
tion.

the test, after a fair trial, they will 


be condemned and repudiated at the 
next election.

PEOPLE’S PARTY CONFERENCE 
IS OPPOSED TO FUSION. 


Lengthy Address 
Adopted and Likewise a Plan 
for Reorganization. 


MORE THOROUGH WORK URGED. 


THE PAST TWO YEARS HAVE NOT 
MUCH FRUIT, 


New National Organization Commit<. 
tee is Given Power to Submit Any 
Question to the Partisaiis. 

Its Officers, 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE,] 
NASHVILLE, July 6.—The national 
conference of the People’s party re- 
assembled this morning, but after sev- 
eral resolutions were introduced and 


referred to committees, a recess was 


taken. Upon reconvening it was re- 
ported that the Resolutions Commit- 
tee would revort this afternoon. The 
conservative element controls the ocm- 
mittee, and promises that the report 
will palliate the past, and expresses 
hope for the future, This does not sat- 
isfy the Texans and Georgians, who 
will offer a substitute. 

The majority report was adopted. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the discussion of an address to the 
people, which was adopted. The ad- 
dress is lengthy, and scores both. Re- 
publican and Democratic parties, de- 
clares against fusion, says free silver 
will not bring-relief until trusts, com- 
bines and rings are abolished, reaf- 
firms the platform of the party, espe- 
cially as to the initiative and refer- 
endum, and calls upon all to join in 
the contest it is waging. A plan for re- 


| organizing and building up the party 


was adopted, the chief points of which 
are: 

> “The election by this conference of a 
national committee, to be composed 
of three.members from each State here 
represented, said mmbers to be se- 
lected by the several State delegations. 
In States not represented at this con- 
ference, the national organization com- 
mitteé here creatéd may at their dis- 
cretion provide for a proper yepresenta- 
tion on the committee. 

“The election by this conference of a 
chairman of the national Organization 
Committee, whose duty it will be+to 
push the work of organization on 
strictly Populist lines and in the inter- 
est of Populist principles and Popu-. 
list candidates, to preside over all 
méetings of the national organization 
Committee, and to perform all other 
duties usually incumbent on such of- 
ficer.. The election by this conference 
of an executive committee of five 
members whom the chairman may 
nominate from, the members of the 
national organization committee, whose 
duties shall consist in assisting in the 
work of organization and education, 
and who shall coéperate with the 
chairman in his efforts to preserve and 
extend the organization of the, party 
and the élection of a national secretary 
and treasurer. 

“We further recomend that in each 
township, county and State the com- 
mittees be looked after by the mem- 
bers of the national organization com- 
mittee, and where necessary, organized 


by the election of members who are in . 


harmony with the party and its prin- 
ciples, .and who are in favor of pre- 
serving its autonomy. 

“We urge upon the members of this 
party the necessity of more thorough 


and vigorous plans of education and — 


organization than have been in vogue 
the past two years. To -that énd we 
heartily recommend the codperative 
and club plans perfected by the com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose by 
the National Reform Press at Mem- 
phis,.of which J. H. Ferris of Joliet, IIL, 
is the present chairman. 

“The organization committee 
provide and apply for the rearrange- 
ment of the committee here constituted, 


the initiative and referendum and im- 


perative mandate, and we_recommend 
that the first national convention of 
the People’s party shall adopt the same 
as a governing law of the party in its 
entire organization. The National Or- 
ganization Committee of the People’s 
party chosen by this conference shall 
have full power and authority to call 
a national convention of the party or 
to submit any question to the voters 
of the party on the referendum plan 
whenever they may determine that the 
best interests of the party may require 
the same.”’ 

The Organization Committee was ap- 
pointed. Milton Parker of Dallas, Tex., 
was elected chairman; W. 8S. Morgan 
of Arkansas, secretary; Dr. Crowe, 
Alabama, treasurer. The following ex; 
“ecutive committee was appointed: A. 
A. Gumley, Louisiana; Col. Peck, 
Georgia; Ignatius Donnelly, Minne- 
sota; A. Sternberg, Kansas; L. C. 
Bateman, Maine. The conference at 
7:30 o’clock adjourned sine die. — 


‘Vital Statistics. 


The circular of vital statistics of the 
city for the month of June has 
published by the health department. It 
shows that there were 132 deaths dur- 
ing the month, of which 17 were due to 
specific infectious diseases, 19 to dis- 
eases of the digestive system, 27 to dis- 
eases of the respiratory system, 12 to 
diseases of the nefvous system, 19 to 
diséases of the circulatory system, 8 to 
intoxication, violence and § accidents, 
and 29 to miscellaneous diseases. Fifty- 
nine*cases of contagious diseases were 
reported during the month. Of the 
132 deaths reported, 40 were natives of 
the city and 17 of the three Pacific 
Coast States outside of this city, leav- 
ing 74 from other narts. Of the 132 
deaths, 102 had lived here less than ten 
years. There were 19 deaths from pul- 
monary consumption, divided as fol- 
lows: Natives of Los Angeles, 1; na- 
tives of the Pacific: Coast, outside of 
Los Angeles, 1; from other parts, 17. 
Of these 19 deaths, 14 had lived here \ 
less than ten years.

BANK FAILURES. Bradstreets re- 
eently published an interesting and 
Significant list of bank failures in the 
United States during the. past four 
years. During that period there have 
failed 1019 banks, 241 nationals, 
State banks, 96 savings banks, 313 pri- 
vate banks and 27 loan and trust com- 
panies. 
suspended, with aggregate assets of 
$184,281,014. In 1892, 89 suspensions oc- 
curred, with $10,985,632 assets; in 1889, 
135 suspensions occurred, with $18,891,- 
$95 assets, and in 1896, 197 suspensions, 
with $47,528,728 assets:are recorded, the 
liabilities for the years named, be- 
ginning With-1893, being $170,295,678, 
$13,969,950, $22,764,638 and $56,679,370, 
Nearly half the liabilities in 1896 were 
those of national banks, which, how- 
ever, constituted only one-fifth of the 
whole number of banks’ suspending, 
while the State banks present the larg- 
est number of suspensions hast year, 
65 compared with 184 in 1893. Twenty 
Savings banks closed” last’ year, as 
against 50 in 1893; 36 in 1894, 57 in 1895. 
-The severity of the'* depression. last 


year is indicated by the large number | 


oi suspensions; 197, compared with 135 
in 1895, 89 in 1894 and 598 in 1893. In 
1893 private banks head the list of sus- 
- pensions and State banks. follow. 

Commenting upon these statistics, 
and especially .upon the failures of 
savings banks, the Minneapolis Jour- 
mal has the following remarks, which 
are worthy of careful consideration on 
part of State legislatures: 

“The failure of savings banks is one 
of the worst records in the list. The 
very name of these institutions sug- 
gests the self-denial of the people and 
their faith in the integrity of bank of- 
ficials. But they stspend and not in- 
frequently through the bad manage- 
ment of the funds committed to their 
keeping. Perhaps there has never be- 
fore been such a general discussion 
about safeguarding depositors in all 
banks as now. The revelation of reck- 
less borrowing of a bank’s funds by 
officers of the bank without the knowl- 
edge or consent of a majority of the 
board of directors has set people think- 
ing, and in most every legislature this 
winter measures to regulate the dis- 
position of funds by active bank offi- 
cers have been introduced. Doubtless 
the formidable list of bank suspen- 
sions cited would have been much 
smaller had the borrowing of money by 
any director unless with the knowledge 
and consent of the board of’ directors 
been absolutely prohibited by law. 
There would, in fact, be few failures ‘if 
such a law existed in every State. 

“The Missouri Secretary of State in 


his last report shows that—there are |— 


too many banks in that State for the 
amount of business transacted and not 
a few of them resort to illegal rates of 
interest to keep their heads above wa- 
ter. Yet some of the newspapers in 
Missouri are demanding greater bank- 
ing facilities. It is no wonder that 
many bank failures are recorded in 
Missouri where... private banks can 
organize with incorporated 
banks with $10,000 

“The maing thing to protect deposit- 
ors is to protect a bank’s funds from 
the prehensile ingenuity of the active 
bank officials themselves. The -active 
officers of one of the suspended State 
banks in St. Paul were found to have 


-- bled the concern several hundred thou- 


sand dollars. without the knowledge 
or consent of the board of directors, 
and the active officers closed the doors 
and told the directors and stockhoid- 
ers that they didn’t have time to call 
@ meeting and advise them of the real 
state of affairs, when they must have 
known that the bank was tottering to 
its fall for some months before ooer 
drew ‘down the blinds. : 

“There is no doubt going to ‘be an 
accession of stringent legislation for the 
public against the reckless borrowing 
of bank funds by active officers with- 
out the knowledge of the board of di- 
rectors. The list of suspensions the last 
four years is formidable. It need not 
have been so large had wreckage from 
the inside of banks been pre- 
vented.” 


COMMERCIAL. 


SUGAR AND THE TRUST. Accord- 
ing to an eastern paper, Senator White 
says he regards it as peculiar that lit- 
tle attention has been given the fact 
admitted by Senator Allison, who is in 
charge of the Tariff Bill, that the in- 
creased sugar rates fixed by the Senate 
amendments will necessarily raise the 
price of sugar to consumers throughout 
the country about $1.20 a hundred 
pounds. Senator White sa¥ys-thet he 
pointed out the fact that about sixty- 
three pounds of sugar per capita were 
consumed last year, and estimating the 
population of the United States a 7,- 
000,000, it is easy to figure the effect of 
the net increase of $1.20 per hundred 
pounds. Senator White’s estimate 
fixed the amount at about $55,000,000. 
The differential in favor of the trust is 
admittedly greater on grades of. raw 
sugar usually imported than the Wilson 


Bill, against which so much criticism 


Was leveled.

TRY. It would be a good idea for one 
of the local commercial bodies to com- 
pile an authentic list of the various 
manufacturing establishments in the 
city, with he number of hands em- 
ployed, and the amount of money put 
into circulation.

NEW YORK, July 6.—The intention of se- 
curity-holders is clearly indicated by the 
tone of today’s market for stocks was to 


“await further developments in the general 


business situation before dealing in the mar- 
ket. Buyers were unwilling to offer higher 
prices than those at which the market closed 
Saturday. Although the lower bids invited 
some offerings which were quite large for 
some stocks, there was no heavy pressure 
to sell, the majority of holders apparently 
being as unwilling to sell at the decline as 
the buyers were to bid higher. The market 
was in consequence dull throughout, some 
bids being quite lethargic and the dullness 
being less marked in leading Grangers and In- 
dustrial stocks. St. Paul and Burlington 
absorbed about one-third of the total dealings, 
a total which fell below 150,000 shares. The 
day’s trading was a clear enough indication 
that the heaviness of Friday and Saturday 
last was not merely due to hesitancy on ac- 
count of the approaching holiday, but to 
actual reaction in the market. The lower 
prices for American securities in London 
were said to be due to the reports of the 
soft-coal strike, cables from this side and the 
London prices affected values heresympathetic- 
ally, quite sharply in some cases. The fact 
that the consideration of the Tariff Bill has 
reached to only a few remaining items gives 
rise to the flood of surmises usual to such a 
stage in important legislation as to differences 
on these items and the possible failure of the 
bill. These surmises were made the most of 
by the bears today. Later reports of the ad- 
justment of some of the differences on the 
Tariff Bill items and published assertions as 
to the lessened dimensions of the strike com- 
pared with reports that the influences in 
bringing about a rally in the market: A rally 
did not wipe out the declines entirely, but 
it left the net losses generally small. The 
extreme loss in the leading shares generally 
equaled or exceeded a point. Sugar fully 
recovered and gained % net, and Lead showed 
a fractional net gain. The bond market 
sagged generally in sympathy with the stock 
market, but the losses were small except in 
a few less well-known mortgages. Total 
sales were $1,113,000 Government bonds 
steady on bid quotations, no transactions be- 
ing recorded.

' CHICAGO, July 6.—In wheat, cable advices 
were of the most encouraging character to 
holders both from the United Kingdom and 
the continent. People in the flour trade here 
also reported their foreign news as more 
gratifying and orders larger than for some 
time back. These were the principal reasons 
for a firm opening to the wheat market here. 
The statistics of the week were also favorable 
to the bull side, although in some respects 
less so than in the week before. Shipments 
of wheat and flour during the last week were 
6,770,000 bushels, against 4,660,000 bushels the 
previous week and 7,625,000 bushels the cor- 
responding week of last year. The amount 
of wheat and flour on passage shows no 
change for the week. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported receipts of 760 carloads since 
Friday, against 887 for the corresponding 
period of the year before. The Atlantic port 
exports reported today were equal in wheat 
and flour to 445,000 bushels. Liverpool openéd 
14d higher for September and %4d@ higher for 
July, and closed with the advance to 15d per 
cental for July and %d for September. Paris 
gained 30 centimes and Antwerp 12% centimes 
for prevision quotations. The strength of the 
foreign market was emphasized by buying 
orders sent here from abroad for futures and 
the taking for next month’s shipment from 
New York of thirty boatloads of new winter 
wheat. September wheat opened at 64%@64%, 
compared with last Friday’s closing price of 
6444,@64%. It sold up to 64%@64%, gradually 
fell off to 64%, then under the influence of 
the corn advance it advanced to 65%. The 
closing price was 65@65%. The corn pit was 
jammed with traders all day who had heavy 
orders to execute, and the market was the 
most active in many months. There seemed 
to be a universal desire to buy. September 
opened at from 26% to 26% and closed at 27% 
bid. Oats were firm principally because of 
the strength in corn. The provisiom market 
was the quietest in the pit. The market ex- 
perienced an early decline, but recovered | 
again when corn made its final jump.

WORKMEN CRUSHED. 


i 


BURIED UNDER TONS OF EARTH 
FROM A BLUFF. 


Two City Laborers Killed While 
Repairing a Broken Ditch at 
\ Boyle \Heights. 


THE VICTIMS ALONE TO BLAME. 


GAVE NO HEED TO WARNINGS OF 


THEIR DANGER,

Two of Their Fellow-workmen Nar- 
rowly Escape Being Caught by 
the Sliding Earth—Verdict of 

the Coroner’s Jury. 


Two men were crushed to death’ by 
an avalanche of falling dirt, and a third 
laborer had a narrow escape, shortly 
after 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The accident occurred near the 
smelter, just opposite Tenth street on 
the east side of the Los Angeles River, 
and the two men who met death were 
Benjamin F. Scott and William Rhein- 
schild,yJaborers employed by the City 
Water Overseer’s office. 

About 2-o’clock yesterday morning a 
portion of the west side of Zanja No. 
7, which runs along the east bank of 
the old river-bed, gave way, and thou- 


‘sands of gallons of water were diverted 


into the river-bed. City Water Over- 
seer Thomas S. Casey was notified 
early yesterday morning, and with 
Deputy City Zanjero Thomas Collins 
and a force of eight workmen went to 
the place about 7 o’clock. The work- 
men were the two dead men, and 
James Douglas, John Murray, Barney 
Bruggeman, Charles Myrick, Al Path 
and John McMahon. 

Upon arriving at the break, a con- 
sultation was held as to the_ best 
method of repairing the damage. The 
zanja runs along the base of a bluff 
fifteen feet high, and about twenty-five 
feet below it is the river-bed. Rhein- 
schild was in favor of undermining the 
base of the bluff, thus procuring a fall 
of earth which could be used to dam 
up the broken side of the ditch. Casey 
realized that this operation was dan- 
gerous, and so informed the men. 


The first work done was on the top 


of the bluff. A trench was dug about 
three feet from the edge, and crow- 
bars were driven into thé ground with 
a view to loosening the dirt, and caus- 
ing it to fall. After working this way 
for a short time, some of the workmen 
went to the base of the bluff and be- 
gan digging.under it. They had un- 
dermined it about one foot and a half 
when the noon whistle blew. 

After luncheon, Rheinschild, Myrick, 
Scott and McMahon resumed the dan- 
gerous work. Bruggeman warned the 
men of their peril repeatedly, but they 
apparently took no heed. Rheinschild 
was at work on the extreme narthern 
edge of the twenty-foot trench which 
had been dug. Ten feet from him was 
Myrick, and the same distance to the 
south worked Scott, while McMahon 
worked at the south end. 

McMahon is an old man and knew 
that he was not agile enough to jump 
away if the slide should come. He re- 
marked that he was going to take a 
look at the work, and walked to one 
side. A moment later he saw the dust 
fly and heard a peculiar noise. ‘Look 
out, boys, the bank is going to fall,” 
he cried. 

Barely were the words out of his 
mouth when Rheinschild, who was at 
work on his khees with a pick, jumped 
to his feet. and started to run down 
the bank. Then the whole face of the 
bluff slid to the bed of the zanja, and 
burst into pieces. McMahon saw one 
huge lump strike Rheinschild, and then 
turned away, sick at heart. 

Myrick’s quickness and presence of 
mind saved this life. When he heard 
McMahon’s warning shout, he jumped 
down the embankment and fell behind 
a small willow tree. A piece of earth 


weighing ‘at least a ton, followed after 


him, but struck the tree and rolled to 
the other side of where he was lying. 

A few minutes later a number of 
workmen reached his side and raised 
him to his feet. Myrick’s left ankle 
Was severely wrenched, but he climbed 
up to the bed of the zanja: Scott was 
nowhere in sight. From under a mam- 
moth pile of dirt protruded Rhein- 
schild’s hat and one, hand. 

The men started to work like demons 
to dig him out, and after ten minutes’ 
hard shoveling, had removed the earth. 
Rheinschild was horribly crushed about 
the head, and his brains were oozing 
from the left eye socket. He was dead. 
Then a search was made for Scott. 
Under another pile of dirt a few feet 
away could be seen a hand. It re- 
quired fifteen minutes’ hard digging 
to unearth the body, and then the 
mutilated body of Scott was brought 
to view. He, too, was dead. 

An inquest was held last evening at 
Kregelo & Bresee’s, and the jury ex- 
onerated the foreman and overseer from 
all blame for the accident. 

Scott was 50 years old and married 
He was a member of the G.A.R., and 
lived with his family at No. 619 "Kast 
Twenty-seventh street. 

Rheinschild was 44 years of age, and 
had lived in Los Angeles about fifteen 
years. He. was married and leaves a 
widow, who at present resides in Ala- 
meda. He was insured for $3000.
